London, Jan. 17.—Yesterdey 
to the great Liberal and Labor 
landslide 56 seats were a@ded. At 
the start 43 were held by Conser- 

vatives, and at the finish only 21 
remained, Of the residue fourteen 
were captured by the Liberals, 
and eight by the Labor party. 

Seats held for twenty years by 
Conservatives by large majorities 
changed allegiance. Labor men 
in many constituencies displaced 
aristocrats. The gain to date is 
63 seats to the Liberals and 23 to 
the Labor party, as against a loss 
of only one. Less than half the 
seats are decided yet, and it seems 
not improbable that the Liberals 
will have a majority even over the 
Labor party, as well as the Na- 
tionalists. 

Tomorrow will decide the per- 
sonal fate of Joseph Chamberlain, 
but even the most sanguine Lib- 
erals will be surprised at his de- 
feat. The Hon. John Burns, af- 
ter a hard fight in Battersea, in- 
creased his majority from 254 to 
1600. Beni, his opponent, was 
formerly in the lumber business 
in Canada. The Socialists also 
worked actively against Burns.

ture and the other members 
the government, with a view 
getting a permanent annual grant 
toward the Edmonton fuir as the 
provincial fair of Alberta. 

J. H. Gariepy and J. B. Mer- 
cer, also members of the delega-| 
tion, spoke along the same lines as 
Mr, Morris, and the delegation 
then withdrew. 

Following this the regular bus- 
iness of the meeting was under- 
taken. Alderman Boyle acted as 
chairman in the absence of Mayer 
May. 

After the minutes had _ been 
read, R. P. Inglis, who was in the 
council chamber, and who intim- 
ated that he had a few words he 
would like to say to the city alder- 
men, was invited to address the 
council, 

Mr. Inglis commenced by stat- 
ing that he had just returned 
from Montreal where he had ar- 
ranged with a strong financial 
backing there to supply the neces- 
sary capital, all but such as might 
be furnished by some local men 
whom he expected to come in, and 
that he intended to commence 
construction on the Edmonton 
street railway at once. He said 
thet the local men who were put- 
ting money into the stock of the 
company would act as directors, 
and that he hoped to have a di- 
rectorate which the city council 
knew and would have confidence 
in. He said that he had heard 
some talk to the effect that the 
council did not feel disposed to 
recognize the company’s right to 
the franchise, as they had forfeit- 
ed their $,10,000, but he contend- 
ed that while they forfeited the 
money they still retained the fran- 
chise, and that in support of that 
contention he had the advice of 
some of the best iegal talent in 
Canada, to the effect that his 
standing and that of his company 
was absolutely firm. He said that 
he did not want to have any 
trouble with the council, and that 
all he wanted was an undisturbed 
possession of the franchise, as his 
company had the rails and roll- 
ing stock bought, and were ready 
to commence operations at once, 
which they proposed to do. He 
said that if the council undertook 
to stop them building, his com- 
pany would naturally be forced 
to resort to the courts to protect 
their rights, but if it came to a 
case of this kind his people would 
undoubtedly be found rising to 
the emergency. They had already, 
he said, put some $35,000 into the 
proposition, which they certainly 
did not propose to lose. 

The council heard Mr. Inglis 
through without a word of com- 
ment, until he closed with the re- 
mark that if the aldermen had 
any questions which they would 
like to ask he would be pleased to 
answer them while he was there. 
Then the following dialogue oc- 
curred, 

Ald. Picard... “Is this a new prop- 
osi'tion?”” 

Inglis... No. “Wei are prepared to 
fulfil our agreemenit’’ 

Ald. Latta—‘To build the railway 
and have it completed by, Sept. ist 
of fast ear?” 

Alf. Griesbach... “Do you 
your 310,000 back?’ 

“No we forfeited the $10,000” 

Ald. Griesbach... “Then that makes 
it a new proposition?” 

“Oh no, we lose the $10,000 but we 
hold the charter.’ 

Ald. Grfesbach... 

“Thirty years.” 

Ald. Griesbach... “Then if you did 
not build the city could not do any- 
thing for 29 years?’ 

“That is about the case.”

The Provincial Inspector may work 
toward the same good end by another 
means. ih if presumed that in the 
selecuion o1 district inspectors anda 
commissioners his acquaintance with 
the Province and with the working 
of the system will be available and, 
his advice considered. In this way 
the inspector would have the oppor- 
tunify to secure the appointment of 
competent officials in all parts of the 
Province upon whose judgment and 
eharacter he could rely and with 
whom he could work in harmony:

It is of 
course clear that such a reduction 
‘of our expenses would help us to 
compete more eusily and with larger 
proffits In our export markets. 

We would Ike now to be allow ed 
to pomt out shortly in detail, how 
labsolutely the tariff works against 
the farmer and in favor of the man- 
ufacturer. 


Take first the free list: In 1904 
we imported in round numbers $102,- 
600,000—free of duty. Deducting, say 
«24 600,000, for settlers’ effects, coin, 
bullion. and a number of articles 
such as tea, coffee, lumber, etc., 
\~vhich go to the benefit of the gen- 
eral consumer, We have $78,000,000 
free goods fmported as raw materials 
to be fairly distributed among the 
various industries in proportion to 
thefr relative importance. We find 
that the greatest of all Canadian in- 
dustries, agriculture, gets less than 
i <4,.000,000—and the various marufac- 
turing industries take $74,000 00. We 
jare reckoning - the $4,861,872 for In- 
dian corn imported, as going mosily 
into the distilleries, but if a little 
lof this has to be taken as farmers 
raw materiel, % scarcely alters the 


proportion. 


On ‘this free list are some articles 
that come into direct competition 
with our produce, as hides and wool. 
We have to “ll these vgainst free 
foreign. competition, and buy our 
clothing and shoes under a heavy 
pricfection tariff, and this is just an 
| illustration gf the general working 
of a tariff, under w hich farmers sell 
cheap and Duy dear, while manufac- 
turers buy cheat and sell dear. We 
think [t a®solutely indis; utable that 
fair tariff revision this glaring 


in any 
discrimination xainst farmers 
ought fo be reme odie .d by putting 
some articles on the free list, which 
stand to the farmer in the, place of 
raw mater™!, We ask therefore that 
the fellowing be put on the free list— 


Agricultural implements, wagons 
und tools of all kinds. This has long 
been a demand of the farmers; we 
have been taxed long enough to in- 
crease the profits of the Massey-Har- 
ris and other wealthy factories. We 
are sufficiently handicapped. by the 
beavy freight charged on our imple- 
|peents and tools. Perhaps it might 
interest the commissioners to get an 
illustrntion of the kind of prices we 
have to pay.

We believe 
that with the farge and fast grow- 
ing demand for lumber on account 
ol the new $sifways and the greaq 
inflow of settlers, the lumbermen are 
in a splendid position to do an im- 
mense and profitabie buisiness. Tha 
American competition seems to us to 
be a mere bogey. Lumber generally 


|is dearer fn the States than in Can- 
a ada and fhe freight on lumber is a 


big protection. The heavy railway 
freights seem) to be the chief diffi- 
culty in regard to lumber. Since the 
visit of the Tariff Commission to 
British Columbia, the lumbermen 
have raised the price of lumber twice, 
altogether about s4 per 1000.  Ap- 
parently they are ‘counting upon 
having thefr tarifff demiands granted, 
and are rafsing their prices at once, 
so that they can keep their prom- 
isa not to raise their prices, after 
they get more protection. 

Coal cil—We find that on $1,526,989. 
worth of oi] imported in 1904, no less 
than $854,825, of duty was collected, 
neosrly 60 per cent. Now this duty falis 
specially and most heavily on farmers 
and on the poorer classes in towns. In 
better class of houses and stores in 
towns we find mostly electric and 
acetylene lights. We pay here 45 
cents per gallon, and in eur jong dark 
winter when we have to burn lamps 
and lanterns in the morning and early 
in the afternoon, this is a very! serf- 
ous tax. We have also to suffer from 
bad quality; it is a general compjaint 
| that Canadian refiners give us a very 
poor oil, that+produces a very popr 
hight, a . matter that jis ser 
iously damaging the eyesight of many 
paopte. This great necessary of life, 
especially of the poor, we claim ought 
to be tax free, and so Jong as a tax 
is on it, we suggest that there should 
be a sharper Government*inspection in 
|regard toits quality, not merely as to 
| {isshpoint and specia! gravity but as 
| to purity of the candlepower. For we 
hee that any manufactured article 
that is kept on its legs by public taxa- 
tion in the shape of  proteciion, is 


rightly ‘subject to Government  in- 
spection. - 

Jute Sacks—This is comparatively 
emall item, but we handje our grain 
mostly in sacks here, and -cheaper 
sacks Would me€aa an appreciable sav- 
ine to many farmers, while the duty 

benefits only a very small handful 
of people. 

Coming now to the general tariff, the 
List of import} show that farmers prac- 
tically do not benefit at ajl but sint 
ply pay the duty on nearly everything 
they consump. We support the de- 
mand of farmers in other places that 
the tariff should be reduced to an 
average of 17 per cent-, but as a min- 
imum we ask that the duty should be 
reduced 10 per cent on cottom and 
woollen goods. We aré far too heav- 
ily taxed on these, eSpecialjy on Wool- 
len goeds, which in our climatq are a 
prime nedossity of life to the very; 
poorest. in cotton goods we feel the 
tax chiefly in the price, but in wocl- 
lens we have not only to pay high 
prices, but we get poor quality. 

We have already shown how the 
lion hauling «and heavy carriage 
makes most of the goods ‘that we 
| have to buy very dear, and the adi- 
| ditional duty is a very heavy burden. 
| We find in 1904, the average duty on 
on all dutiable articles amounted to 


| 


| 27.50 ;er cent., but in practice the real 
| burden of the duty on us here is not 
lless, but rather more than 50 per cert. 
| Most of our supplies come to us 
lithrough two sets. of middlemen; 
lthe wholesaler and the retaijer, and 
of course their gross profits are cal- 
culated on the duty: as wel] as on the 
intrinsic value of the goods. We heve 
to pay not only the duty, but also 
of the profit of the middlemen on the 
duty, and a corresponding increase in 
the prices of similar goods made at 
home. For every dollor that goes into 
ithe national revenue, nearly, three 
dollars come out of our pockets. 

On the other hand we must confirm 
the statement made in various places, 
as to the poor earnings of farmers; 
statements which the commission 4p- 
peered to receive with some increduj- 
lity. Farmers on the average, with 
}the harl work of women and children 
(the latter losing a good dea] of their 


schooling) are earning a bare living; 
they generally have plenty of plain 
food, but in regard to clothing, fur- 
|niture, house and comforts, tuxury 
ind pleasures, the farmers’ life con- 
trasts very unpleasantly with that of 
a number of the wealthy men who ap- 
peared before the commission with the 
claim that the farmer was prosperous 
}and could turn another, turn or two 
of the taxation screw. 

This matter of tariff reduction is 
| growing more urgent here in the West 
lon account of the rapid immigration. 
{Many new settlers of course bring

What aie probably the most valu- 
abie single furs purchased in the city 
this winter are hanging ia McDougall 
& Secord’s fur room’ today in the top 
floor of their Jasper street offices, 
having been taken in yesterday. There 
are a silver and a black fox, for the 


pair of which the company paid $750. |; 


The skins are as beautiful samples 
as have ever been presented ‘{n 
the city, being perfect in color and 
fl.wless in hair. The sijver fox came 
from Lac la Biche and the black fox 
from Athabasca Landing, having come 
into the hands of traders there who 
brough them te Edmonion. 

Although it is a fact known to few 
of the residents of Edmonton, this city 
handies and furnishes to the marts of 
fashion in Europe nearly one half of 
the silver fox skins of the world. 
Their scarcity, combined with their 
beauty. is the basis of their price. Few 
realize how scarce these beautiful 
little peliries actually are. At the 
great Fludson’s Bay fur sales for the 
year 1905, at which the entire fur 
catch of the enormous area covered by 
the company are disposed of, there 
were only 185 silver fox skins sojd. 
They ranged all prices from £10 at 
the lowest up to £185 for the highest 
skins sold.

PROTEST AGAINST TARIFF 
CREASE

( As shareholders-and patrons of the 
Innisfail creamery and knowing ithe 
immense importance of the dairy in- 
dustry to our western country, we 
most emphatically protest against 
any duty being re-imposed on cream 
separators. Under our circumstances, 
it is absolutely impossible to haul our 
milk into the creameries for separa- 
tion. Ths separating must be done 
in ithe farmer’s home and the cream 
gathered and‘ hauled into the creamn- 
ery. We know that this is an im- 
perfect system, liable to result in 
cream toming fn in bad shape and 
producing inferior butter, but we 
have been, partially, trying to avoid 
this by encouraging the creamery 
patrons fo use cream’ separators and 
now nearly all our patrons havé 
them. Our creamery stands at the 
head of all the northwest creameries 
for quantity and we think for qual- 
ity. But any check in tha using of 
cream separators by putting a duty 
on them, would not merely be, a tax 
on dairymen, but it would ‘lead to

should run the risk of spoiling our 


markets again by sending out infert- 


ior butter. : 

We would close ‘by submitting 
reply to the frequent jquestion ask- 
ed by the Tarfff Commissioners when 
reductions have been urged. How is 
the necessary revenue to be raised? 

The eim of the various manufac- 
turers who ask for an inerease in 
duty. <s to shut out foreign goods. 
To fhe extent that they succeed, 
there would * no imports —conse- 
quently, no revenue, and we should 
be bled In two ways—by higher, pri- 
ces and by more taxation in other 
directions to mnke up fer’ the defi- 
ciency in the revenue. 


The reductions in the general! tar- 
iff, which we advoca'te, would prob- 
ably lead to increased imports, which 
would make up for the reduced rate. 

But fn any case the enormous sur- 
pluses of revenue over expenditurda 
show that for some years the govern- 
ment has been taking far more taxes 


out of the people than wag necessary. 


We submit that a surplus, accord- 
ing to the practice of sound British 
finance should fead to a correspond- 
ing reduction of taxes in the next 
budget. Instead of this, the taxes 
have been steadily growing from 
$720 per head in 1896 to $12.61 per 
head in 1904, and we ‘think it is time 
that this process should be revershd. 

The surplus for 1904 was $15.056,- 
984. The tariff redwctions, which we 
have advocated in this memorial 
would in 1904 have amounited to ab- 
out $2,500,000, so that, as far as the 
necessary revenue is -concerned, far 
larger reductions could be made 
without any difficulty, ‘The total 
duty collected in 1904 amounted in 
reund numbers to $40,000,000. We 
have thus only been asking ‘for the 
small reduction of 6 per centy as a 


minimum demand. 


We hope the almost unanimous de- 
mand of the farmers throughout the 
Dominion for fower tariff will have 
its due weight with the government,
